THREE MEXICAN CITIES HAVE

Another wolf 
answered in tile sam e long drawn, dis­ 
mal note. 
T he howling drew nearer; 
presently I heanl It all around nu*, 
without pause, grow ing louder and 
more exultant every moment. 
“ I ani no coward. 
I am a sports­ 
m an and have killed m any wolves in 
hunt*, but w hat I heard that night I 
eau never forget. The chaotic howling 
which inclosed me like a chain kept 
coming closer and chimer, draw ing to 
tin* center of the circle where I was 
standing. 


Dim M oving Shadows. 
“ I saw clearly then* wa* no chance 
of saving myself w hen the circle had 
closed finally upon me. 
I went run 
ning how I managed It I don't know 
toward 
some 
bushes 
a 
hundred 
yards sway.

reached them and 
dropped to tile ground.

ed to tight as long as I could. 
I had 
my loaded revolver ami my sword. 
‘ Tile xvo Iv es cam e nearer, nod their 
howling filled tin* night.

moving slowly between th** trees. 
“ As they cam e out of the wood from 
different direction* they drew togeth­ 
er into one grant dark herd and sto**d 
thus for some minute*. 
Then another 
wolf (jowled from loin*** here out on 
th** battlefield, and all at once th** 
f ack began to move. 
W ithout haste, 
iii ii little deliberate trot they w ent 
past im*, past the very clump of bush­ 
es where I was sitting with draw n 
revolver. 
Not one turned tow ard me, 
I xx at d u d each on** as he w ent by. 
expecting that he xvould spring at me. 
I don’t know bow many there were. 
but there xvore very m any—all trot­ 
ting m> quietly to the field where the 
dead were lying. 
"I was mercifully allowed to lapse

sunrise I wa* picked tip, still uncon- 
s* ions, by a I Cossack patrol.”

Hamilton aud Dayton railroad, which 
he had controlled only a year, to J. I* 
Morgan personally in 1995. 
Mr. Mor 
gan w anted the road for the Erie, 
whoee finance* he also directed. 
Ile 
took Mr. Zimmerman** word for the 
debts and liabilities of the Cincinnati 
road and made no Investigation. 
'Hie 
Erie directors thereupon Imught the 
road from Mr. Morgan. 
Soon 
afterw ard 
President 
Under 
wood of the Erie found th a t the Ii* 
hilities of the C. U. and D. railroad 
had been understated by some one bt 
about $20.tO).OUO. 
He told Mr. Mor 
gan, who, finding that he had lieett 
deceived, took back the road from the 
Erie. 
It w as afterw ard transferred to 
the Baltimore aud Ohio, and Presldem 
Willard, who was not head of the R 
and O. at the time, recently testified 
that his road may lose about £21.000. 
OOO by the purchase. 
Mr. Zim m erm an was to have teat! 
fled aa to his sale to the late J. I* 
Morgan.

British Soldier'* Latta# Picture* Pants 
at th* Frost. 
T he life of a Britiah soldier on th# 
firing line In France Is reflected in a 
letter w ritten by Robert W. Burrell. 
a private l;i the Second Coldstream 
guards, published in the Newcastle 
Evening Chronicle. 
“T he day before yesterday,** Burrel! 
write*, “at a place named ----- thor* 
were fourteen men with some am tuunt 
lion carts, and I wa* one of them . Wa 
were near a farm, halted, about a mile 
from the Germans. 
Five of us were In 
• pigsty trying to make a place to sleep 
in. while the other nine were endear 
oring to make a fire and some cocoa 
But before we got the cocoa six of thy 
Germans* big shells came over.

did not know anything till I found thai 
I was buried with the wall of thy 
house th a t fell through the pigsty. Aft 
er a m inute or two I tried to raise my 
self up. but found that I could not ce 
up for bricks, bits of chimney pots ain! 
all aorta of things. 
I had a second try 
but It w as useless 
I lay a bit longer 
huddled up like a bail. 
Rut the third 
time T tried I felt the stuff giving wax 
*0 I persevered and got out of it. and 
w hat I found aud aaw wa* terrible 
“ Four or five of my com rades out o 
the nine who were outside th e place 
were killed, and three of them with 
me In the pigsty were crushed ti 
death. Tw o of us only got out. I thin! 
it is a miracle that any of us is ality 
to tell how It came about, but I thank 
God I am still alive and well. 
I had 
been struck on the knee* Mud the cen 
tor of the back, and two fingers on my 
left hand were crushed, but I am still 
able to carry out ray duty.**

Miniature Fruit Cakes. 
Fruit C ake*.-T ake half a cupful of 
j butter. U rn it to a cream and then 
combine it with a cupful of augur, half 
a cupful of chopped English walnut 
meals, half s cupful of chopped rai­ 
sins. two lien ion eggs, half a cupful of 
milk and n cupful aud a half of sifted 
flour sifte d with two and one-half ten- 
spoonful* of flaking powder. 
The egg* 
should l*e ls*nteu without aepsratlng 
the whites and yolks. 
Bake lu small 
pan*. 
Cocoanut Jumbles —Take one cupful 
each of grated cocoanut and butter, 
one and one half cupfuls of sugar, three 
iieateu 
eggs. 
two tablespoonful* of 
milk, fir* cupfuls sifted flour, three tea­ 
spoonfuls of I .aking powder. 
Cream 
butter and sugar together; then add 
the other Ingredients. 
This will make 
a stiff dough. 
Roll thin and cut round 
with hole rn cooter. 
Baka in quick 
oven five to ten minutes. 
Almonds In Th***. 
Butter Cookie*.—Take one pound of 
butter, one pound of sugar, one and 
three fourth* pounds of flour, two eggl. 
one and one-half teaspoonfuls of bak­ 
ing powtler. one-half pound of chopped 
almonds, one teaapoonful of vanilla 
and one-half wineglass of grape juice. 
Roll out on floured Iward. cut out with 
cooky cutter Had bake in moderata 
oven. 
Almond Cakes.—Take a quarter of 
a pound of powdered sugar and half 
n pound of flutter, rub together and 
add the yolks of four eggs, three table­ 
spoonfuls of cream and one pound of 
flour. 
Mix sugar aud flour in equal 
parts to sprinkle over the paatry board. 
Boll the dough on this until It is a 
quarter of au Inch thick; then cut Iii 
fancy shapes, and when the cakes ale 
baked ice them with the following 
Icing: 
Bent together the yolks of two eggs 
and tw o tablespoonfuls of water aud 
thicken 
with 
confectioner*! 
sugar. 
Spread this on the cakes and sprinkle 
thickly with almond* that have been 
blanched and cut flue; then set Iii tho 
oven a few minutes to dry.
